Chap. 79. An Act to extendthe corporate limits of th city of Kenosha. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. All of the south-west quarter of the north-east 
quarter of section number six, in township number one north of 
range number twenty-three east, in the county of Kenosha and 
State of Wisconsin, is hereby detached from the town of South-
Iort, in said county, and annexed to the city of Kenosha, and the 
same shall hereafter constitute a part of the corporate limits of 
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said city, and shall in all respects be subject tonssessment and 
taxation ,and be under the government and control of said city and 
the ordinances thereof, in the same• manner and to the same ex-
tent as though the same had been included within the original 
corporate limits of said city.
